LONDON, April lf Two Zeppelin 
airships visited the ea coast of Eng- 
land shortly after midnight, dropping 
bombs on several towns and doing 
considerable damage to property. As 
far as has been ascertained, only one 
person, woman, W injured, It is 
sald she was only slightly hurt 

The airships dropped four bom) 
on Malden, in Essex county, 30 mile 
northeast of London. but no damage 
resulted. ‘Bombs were also dropped 
in the (Heybridge isin, two miles 
neross the river These set fire to 
some buildings The airships came 
up the Blackwater ver and over the 
marshes and circle sround 

At Lowestoft, on the North sea in 
Suffolk coun, three bombs ‘were 
dropped considerable damage to 
house property the centre of the 
town ‘resulting \ lumber yard also 
was set on fire The window panes 
in many houses were shatiered 
‘Three horses belonging to the rail- 
way company were k lled 

Previously the aircraft had visited 
Southwold, 12 Iniles south of Lowes-

TCH FEELING 1S MUCH 


AROUSED BY SINKING OF 


Reports of Argonne

LONDON, April 15.—-Although it is 
not yet certain. that a German subma- 
rine was responsible for the sending 
to the bottom of the Dutch steamer 
Katwyk, off the North Hinder Iight- 
ship jast night, the sinking of the Ves- 
sel hits aroused the indignation of the 


Dutch peopie, as evidenced by the 
editorials of the newspapers in Boll- 
and, 


The Katwyk, which was loaded with 
grain from Baltimore consignéd to the 
Dutch gavernment, ts reported to have 
been lyine at anchor at the time of 
the explosion, and to have been flying 


the Dutch flag. The Dutch newespa- 
pers Insist therefore that no mistake 
could have been made and that if a 
German submarine actuatly torpedoed 
the steamer, “we must expect that the 
German government will without loss 
of time be made responsible for this 
severe violation of the right of neu- 
tral powers

14 Killed, 28 Injured in Disaster 
in Detroit—Ten of Dead 
‘Women. 


INEXPERIENCE OF THE 


Mistobk Signal of the Conductor 
at Crossing of the Railway 
Track.

Detroit, Mich, April 15—-To the in- 
experience of a student motorman is 
charged the death of 14 persons, ten 
of whom were women, who were kill- 
ed last night in a collision between a 
Street car and a freight train on the 
tracks of the Detroit, Toledo and 
Ironton railway in the western end of 
this city, Twenty-eight other persone 
Were injured, four of them so serlous- 
ly that their death Is believed to be 
certain, Early today only seven of the 
dead had been identified and it was 
said at the morgue some of the bodies 
are go mutilated that their identifica 
tion will be impossible. 

With a heavy load of 
homeward bound, the car ,handied by 
J. C, Westover, a student motorman, 
halted as it réached the rallway cross- 
ing. The conductor ran ahead, and 
seeing © string of freight rs pushed 
hy a switch engine approaching the 
intersection, signalled the motorman 
to wait until it had passed, The nov- 
ice misunderstood the signal and 
turned on the power, The car started 
down the slight incline leading to the 
railway tracks 

The motorman shut off the current 
and applied the brakes too late, the 
ear sliding along until it stopped di- 
rectly in the path of the oneoming 
train, 

The leading freight car smashed 
Into the street car, striking it square- 
ly in the middle, The railway tracks 
at the place where the accident oe- 
curred are on a narrow street, As the 
car Was swept away from the cross 
ing pne end of it struck and demolish 
ed the front or the leelray station 
which stood on one corner and = the 


other end tore out a perrtcot a gro- 
cery store on the opposite side of the 
street. 

Nearly 200 feet was travelled be- 
fore the freight was brought to a 
stop and along this distance mangled 
bodies of dead and injured. were 
strewn, Others caught in the wreck- 
are of the ar were not extricated 
until several hours after the crash 
The crews of the car and of the 
freight train were taken to olice 
headquarters and after an invest 
tion Westover and the regular mot:
